Dear  Co-workers: 

This  is  our  first  Ideas  letter  for  1965*  We  see  this  as  a year  of  unequalled 
opportunity  and  need  for  meaningful  educational  programs  for  young  people . The 
Population  Reference  Bureau  called  1965  the  year  that  America's  post  World  War  II 
baby  boom  "came  home  to  roost."  About  3;>700,000  youngsters  celebrated  their  17th 
birthday  - a 37  percent  increase  in  just  one  year.  There  is  a comparable  in- 
crease in  the  younger  ages  and  it  is  reported  the  ranks  of  teenagers  are  now  in- 
creasing over  800 ,,000  annually.  The  k-H  program  has  never  faced  a greater  chal- 
lenge. The  increasing  number  of  boys  and  girls,  the  changing  community  situations, 
tke  diverse  and  expanding  needs  of  youth  require  a constant  reappraisal  of  our 
methods,  a rededication  of  our  efforts  to  help  young  people  prepare  for  effective 
citizenship  in  our  democracy. 

SOUTHERN  AG.  WORKERS  CONFERENCE 

The  k-H  and  Extension  Youth  Section  based  their  discussions  on  the  interesting 
topic,  "k-H  Meets  the  Challenge  of  Redundant  Change”,  during  the  February  1-3 
conference.  The  four  sub-topics  were:  Programming  - Project  Patterns,  Basics 

of  Project  Development,  New  Potentials  in  Projects,  Reach  and  Teach. 

Lloyd  Rutledge  and  I participated  in  the  discussions.  President  of  the  k-H  section 
was  Rhonwyn  Lowry,  Ga.  with  Conrad  Feltner,  Ky.  as  Chairman  of  the  programs  com- 
mittee. For  the  1966  k-H  Extension  Youth  Section,  Conrad  Feltner  was  elevated  as 
President  of  the  section,  Ann  Barr,  Ala.,  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  program 
committee.  Dr.  Carlton  Blalock,  N.  C.,  and  J.  B.  Williams,  S.  C.,  are  to  serve 
on  the  committee,  also.

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REPORT  TO  THE  NATION 

The  committee  planning  the  specifics  of  the  1965  Report  to  the  Nation  operation 
for  this  year  are  highly  enthusiastic  about  plans  for  coverage  on  more  of  a 
year-round  basis.  A larger  number  of  reporters- -eleven.,  this  year--were  select- 
ed by  a committee  working  under  the  chairmanship  of  Jack  Tyree.

N.  Mex . to  continue  the  work  on  the  4-H  photography  project.  Within  the  next 
few  weeks,  each  State  4-H  Club  leader,  visual  specialist,  and  Extension  editor 
will  be  receiving  an  informational  kit  of  materials  intended  to  promote  and 
implement  the  4-H  photography  program.  Included  in  the  material  are: 

Photography  Program  Guide  for  State  Leader,  Training  Guide  for  Agents,  Judges’ 
Training  Guide  and  Score  Card,  plus  three  leaflets  in  the  Advanced  Career  series

a 4-H  photography  project.  John  Mills,  Informational  Films  Service,  Eastman 
Kodak,  is  writing  and  producing  the  film.  It  will  be  released  this  coming 
spring.  Copies  will  be  sent  to  State  lending  libraries.

principles  ..Strengthen  personal  standards  and  citizenship  ideals  ..Cultivate 
desire  and  ability  to  cooperate. 

However,  be  specific  in  your  suggestions  for  stories.  For  example:  How  is  4-H 

adjusting  to  the  out-movement  of  population  in  certain  counties?  How  are  youth 
being  prepared  for  urban  living?  How  is  4-H  helping  future  farm  operators  to 
get  as  much  training  as  possible?  What  kinds  cf  resources  are  being  utilized 
for  career  exploration?  How  can  boys  become  interested  in  health?  In  money 
management?  In  personal  appearance?  What  is  being  done  about  teenage  nutrition? 
How  can  citizenship  values  be  taught  in  the  local  club?  What  can  4-H'ers  do 
about  conservation?  --  etc.  etc. 

Possible  authors  might  be  county  or  State  Extension  workers,  other  qualified 
s&aff  at  your  University,  community  leaders  or  friends  of  4-H.  If,  as  usual, 
many  more  suggestions  are  made  for  articles  than  can  be  used,  the  Editor  of 
the  Review  gains  a reservoir  to  draw  on  for  months  that  follow.

ARKANSAS  - Pilot  Work  with  Disadvantaged  Youth 

Intensive  pilot  work  to  test  procedures  and  materials  is  being  carried  on  in 
two  counties  under  the  leadership  of  Gene  Word.  Some  of  the  most  promising 
ideas  are  being  used  in  ten  additional  counties  under  Dewey  Lantrip ' s guidance. 

CALIFORNIA  - Volunteer  Leadership 

The  January  issue  of  California  4-H  Letter  is  rich  with  ideas  about  volunteer 
leadership.  Staff  members  in  various  counties  described  successful  ideas  for 
recruitment,  training,  and  helping  leaders. 

FLORIDA  - "Let's  Shop" 

Dade  County  4-H  Club  girls  have  had  a worthwhile  experience  with  a food  buying- 
consumer  education  project  they  call  "Let's  Shop."  The  work  involved  a study 
of  prices  for  foods  in  a sample  menu  *f  beef,  potatoes,  green  beans,  milk, 
biscuits  and  gelatin  dessert.  Each  girl  chose  one  of  the  products  for  her 
special  study.  She  bought  at  least  three  brands  of  that  product  and  prepared 
them  for  her  family,  noting  cost,  time  and  energy  used,  and  the  reaction  of  her 
family  to  each  product.  Later,  each  girl  prepared  the  foods  as  a club  demonstra- 
tion, giving  her  family's  decisions. 
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GEORGIA  - 4-H  Electronics 

In  tune  with  efforts  to  enrich  the  4-H  program  through  science  and  technology, 
a new  program  is  offered  in  electronics.  An  attractive  brochure  explaining  the 
program  and  project  outline  is  available.  The  Rural  Division,,  Georgia  Power 
Company.,  offers  trips  to  the  State  Congress  for  winners  from  each  of  the  six 
districts,  plus  other  trips  and  a scholarship. 

ILLINOIS  - Poison  Proof  Your  Home 

Outstanding  work  was  done  by  4-H  Clubs  in  preventing  accidental  poisonings  under 
a program  that  was  aimed  at  and  adapted  to  several  different  Extension  groups. 
The  program  was  started  by  the  health  specialist.  A set  of  33  colored  slides 
and  a poison  check  list  was  sent  to  home  advisers.  The  4-H  newsletter  promoted 
the  use  of  the  material  by  4-H  Clubs.  Additional  emphasis  was  provided  when 
the  4-H  district  specialists  used  the  information  from  the  poison  proof  pro- 
gram as  an  example  in  developing  a program  planning  outline.  Copies  of  the 
comic  book,  "Dennis  the  Menace  Takes  a Poke  at  Poison"  were  used  extensively. 
(Booklet  from  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare) . 

INDIANA  - New  Leader  Letter 

Indiana  joins  the  ranks  of  States  who  send  a leader  letter  to  volunteer  adult 
and  junior  leaders.  It's  called  Hoosier  4-H  News,  and  is  printed  on  legal 
size  paper,  which  can  be  folded  to  give  an  address  "face." 

IOWA  - Brochure  About  Camping  Center 

An  attractive  new  brochure  tells  the  story  of  the  Iowa  4-H  Camping  Center.  It 
explains  how  the  Center  has  been  developed  through  the  efforts  and  contributions 
of  4-H  members,  leaders  and  loyal  4-H  friends.  Excellent  photographs  show  the 
experiences  of  4-H  campers. 

KANSAS  - Leadership  Development 

A big  step  forward  in  expanding  the  involvement  of  local  people  in  4-H  work  was 
made  by  Kansas  in  the  first  training  school  for  a new  group  of  county  project 
leaders,  reports  Dr.  E.  J.  Niederfrank  who  attended  the  conference.  It  was  for 
new  county  project  leaders  in  organization,  photography,  clothing,  forestry, 
and  woodcraft.  About  50  attended  from  21  counties.  The  training  focused  on 

various  aspects  of  their  new  role  as  county  leaders.  Others  are  expected  to  be 

named  and  trained  in  coming  years  based  on  experience  with  the  first  group. 

The  county  project  leaders  will  spearhead  the  development  of  project  groups  and 
project  group  leaders  in  the  community  4-H  Clubs.  This  will  help  to  free  agents 

for  more  work  in  directing  the  overall  4-H  program  of  the  county. 

MICHIGAN  - Leader  of  the.  Month 

Volunteer  4-H  Club  leaders  are  interviewed  each  month  over  Station  WJR.  This  is 
a continuing  activity  over  a period  of  many  years  with  excellent  response. 
Counties  are  invited  to  submit  names  »f  leaders  who  have  interesting  stories 
to  tell  about  particular  projects,  activities  or  local  programs. 


MICHIGAN  - Management  for  You 


A new  program  is  being  developed  by  the  home  management  specialists  with  help 
from  a state-wide  committee.  They  are  planning  experiences  to  help  4-H'ers  learn 
ways  to  guide  their  thinking  in  terms  of  making  decisions  according  to  what  they 
and  their  families  value  most. 

MINNESOTA  - Traffic  Safety  Workshops 

Twelve  workshops  are  scheduled  throughout  the  State  in  February  in  an  effort  to 
combat  the  rising  toll  of  death  on  Minnesota  highways.  Youth  from  several 
organizations  will  participate.  4-H  members  have  the  special  assignment  of 
discussing  safety  aspects  of  the  automotive  project.  They  will  show  the  film, 
"The  Paducah  Story." 

MONTANA  - Young  Citizens  Conference 

The  second  young  citizens  Conference  held  in  Billings  expanded  into  other  youth 
groups  in  Billings  and  Yellowstone  County  besides  4- H.  Some  of  the  groups  also 
worked  with  4-H  in  carrying  out  the  details  of  planning  and  conducting  the 
conference . 

NEBRASKA  - Follow-Up  of  Careers  Survey 

For  4-H  Week  in  1963,  4-H  members  interviewed  two  or  more  adults  in  occupations 
of  particular  interest  to  them.  One  of  the  questions  was  to  list  the  4-H 
activities  featured  in  4-H  and  to  get  the  adult's  reaction  as  to  whether  they 
would  be  useful  in  preparing  for  his  line  of  work.  (Public  speaking  was  at  the 
top  of  the  list,  closely  followed  by  demonstrations.)  A year  later  a follow- 
up was  done  with  the  members  to  see  where  they  were  in  their  career  exploration 
and  what  were  the  sources  of  help  to  them. 

NEW  JERSEY  - Senior  4-H  Programs 

Three  County  staff  members,  plus  Francis  Mansue  and  Tom  Murphy  of  the  State  staff 
are  giving  special  attention  to  Senior  4-H,  including  junior  leadership.  Eleanor 
Wilson  worked  with  them  during  a two-day  conference  in  January. 

NORTH  CAROLINA  - 4-H  Communications  Training  by  TV 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  Information  and  State  4-H  Leaders  are  promoting 
a series  of  five  special  one-hour  lessons  on  the  basic  skills  of  using  radio, 

TV,  newspapers  and  photography  in  community  and  Club  projects.  The  five  lessons 
are  presented  as  a series  on  Station  WUNC-TV  on  Saturday  mornings. 

OREGON  - Rock  and  Mineral  Specimens 

Mr.  Herb  Schlicken  of  the  State  Department  of  Geology  in  Oregon  has  prepared 
sets  of  35-40  identified  rock  and  mineral  specimens.  Mr.  Schlicker  used  these 
for  classes  he  taught,  and  has  offered  the  materials  to  Oregon  Agents  for 
approximately  $5-00  per  set.  If  interested  in  this  arrangement  and  how  it  is 
working,  you  might  want  to  contact  Cal  Monroe. 
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0REG0N  - Service  in  an  Emergency 

Following  the  recent  flood,  a set  of  timely  information  pieces  on  first  aid  to 
equipment,  furniture,  houses  and  clothing  were  distributed  by  the  Extension 
Service.  In  Multmomah  County,  the  Empire  Builders  (older  4-H)  took  on  the  job 
of  distributing  the  material  to  a large  area  of  suburban  and  metropolitan 
residences  and  industrial  areas.
